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PROSPECTS OF THE YEAR 


Speaking of the wheat market, 
the Bulletin says: The presept 
is a critical time all round. Some 
portions of the world are apparently 
getting too much rain, while others 
are suffering for the want of it. The 
Tondon Statist of February 17th 
says: ‘“‘ The. long-continued wet 
weather has in most parts of the 
country seriously interfered with 
farming operations and injured the 
growing wheat crops to such an ex- 
tent that land which has been 
planted will in many cases have to 
be plowed up.”’ In January the 
Mark Lane L£rpress stated that 
one-third of the wheat acreage in 
England had been sown early, one- 
third sown late, and one-third re- 
mained to be sown. Later returns 
from a large number of correspond- 
ents fully confirm that statement. 
The heavy down-pour of rain for 
the most of January and the first 
half of February of course prevent- 
ed planting; so that up to the mid- 
dle of February pot more than two- 
thirds of the wheat acreage of Eng- 
land had been sown. The Express 
fears that the lateness of the season 
and the wet condition of a portion 
of the unsown facreage will restrict 
the area under wheat very mater- 
ially. In summing upit says: ‘As 
a whole, the early sown crop ap- 
pears to look well at present, though 
it can scarcely be forming a healthy 
growth of root in soil sodden by fre- 
quent and heavy rains. Probably 
there has never been a worse pros- 
pect for a wheat crop at this season 
of the year than there is to-day.”’ 
This is important testimony from a 
reliable source. It is said that the 
wheat crop. on the continent, to 
some extent, isin the same cate- 
yory and from the same cause— 
too much rain. A long spell of dry 
sunshiny weather would help out 
very materially, and could repair 
much damage. Heavy rains in 
some of the Western and South- 
western States in this country do 
not look well ,for the wheat crop. 
Here in California we are suffering 
forthe want of rain, and in some 
gections rain will do little good 
now, while seasonable showers in 
other localities will mature excel- 
lent crops. 

Wheat in this "market is now 

plump up to two cents all round, 
and is not likely to go any lower 
until the new crop becomes avail- 
able. Very little good wheat can 
be had in New York or Chicago for 
less than two cents. In Minnesota 
wheat has become so scarce that 
some of the mills have had to shut 
down and others have been obliged 
to reduce the quantity of flour. Good 
California wheat is worth two and a 
half cents fin Liverpool to-day. 
There is ne chance for any material 
decline in these prices, as no new 
wheat can come upon the markets 
from any source for several months, 
Since the first of July, 1882, there 
have been 318 vessels cleared with 
flour and wheat from San Francis- 
co. Of this number 149 vessels 
have arrived out, leaving 169 afloat, 
nearly all which will be at their 
destinations before the next Eng- 
lish wheat crop matures. There 
has not been a vessel taken for 
wheat at San Francisco in the last 
ten day, and there is now only 
eleven under engagement. 

The Sacramento Bee says the 
past week did not bring the hoped- 
for relief to the farmers, in the way 
of rain refresh and strengthen 
the young grain, and we regret to 
say that present indications do not 
promise well in this particular.

THE NEW YORK TRAGEDY 


A Sketch of the Lives of the 
Principal Characters. 


UHLER’S SORY OF HIS WIFE’S AMOUR 


The Shooting Expected by Haverstick’s 
Friends—Inguest Adjourned. 


The Evening News says the Haver- 
stick tragedy did not take place in the 
Paris flat, but in the Vienna flat, next 
door. The couple lived in luxuriant 
style. The front parlor was a gem, 
furnished in blue velvet, contained a 
piano, settees and chairs, which were 
covered in blue satin, and a rich velvet 
carpet covered the floor. Ebony and 
gold inlaid tables supported works of 
art. Curtains of lace, silk and damask 
wereoverthe windows. The bedroom 
was a marvel of beauty. A bedstead 
of burnished brass, surmounted by a 
blue silk canopy and white damask 
curtains stood in the centre, while the 
wardrobe was rare and costly. The 
furniture of the entire apartment indi- 
eated luxury and wealth. Mrs. Uhbler 
is said to be anything but a handsome 
woman. She weighs about 170 pounds, 
and when not highly dressed, pow- 
dered and painted, looks far from pre- 
possessing. She affected a very flash- 
ing style of clothing, and wore a pro- 
fusion of jewelry. The pistol with 
which Conkling shot Hayerstick was 
in Captain McElwaine’s possession to- 
day. It is a terrible-looking weapon 
—a 4l-calibre Colt bull dog revolver— 
containing six barrels, one of which 
was discharged. A large china vase, 
eighteen inches high, which Haver- 
stick threw at Conkling, was also at 
the station-house. It weighs eight 
pounds, The bullet entered Haver- 
stick’s abdomen and passed through 
the body. It is imbedded in one side 
of the backbone of the dead man, and 
can be plainly felt beneath the skin. 
Conkling is the larger man of the two. 
New York, March 21. 
The Herald has the following detai's 
of the Conkling-Haverstick scandal: 
Haverstick had a brother and 
mother living in San _ Francisco 
and received a letter from them almost 
daily. The report of the social scandal, 
of course, reached the ears of Mrs. 
Conkling, mother of Mrs. Uhbler, in 
San Francisco, and it was at her solic- 
itation that George Conkling came 
here from Nevada in the latter part of 
February to do what he could to save 


pride. He saw Mrs. Uhbler, his sister, 
Haverstick and Howe & Hummel, 
who were his sister’s counsel in a suit 
between herself and husband. He 
wanted his sister to go to her hus- 
band or go with him to the West. 
Howe & Hummel advised that either 
one of these courses was the best their 
client could pursue. Haverstick said 
Mrs. Uhler had been cruelly treated 
by her husband, aud that if they were 
divorced he would marry her. Young 
Conkling said if it came to that he 
would interfere, but meantime he 
wanted his sister to go to Nevada with 
him or to her mother in San Francisco. 
Mrs. Uhler was willing to go, but 
Haverstick somehow possessed a con- 
trolling influence either upon her 
fears or affections. Only on Saturday 
did Haverstick and Conkling meet at 
Howe & Hummel’s office to discuss 
what was best to be done in the affair. 

A reporter who knew Conkling in 
San Francisco when he was a slight, 
pale youth of 16 or 17 and was employ- 
ed in an insurance office, called 
upon him at the Toombs last night, 
and when Conkling recognized him he 
said: “It is strange how many fam- 
iliar faces I have seen.’’

street. Mrs Uhler was not in good 
health, owing to long continued use of 
opium, and spent a good deal of time in 
her own room. Ubler, after a time, 
prevailed on his partner Haverstick to 
live at the house with them. In De- 
cember he moved to a flat in Seventh 
avenue and Haverstick was a member 
of the household. Previous to this 
time Ubler alleges he noticed a grow- 
ing intimacy between his partner and 
wife. The latter appeared very much 
under the influence of Haverstick. He 
noticed his wife was always anxious to 
please Haverstick in the matter of 
table and household arrangements, 
without regard to the feelings of other 
members. Haverstick would spend 
much time in her room when she was 
in bed, and his influence over her 
seemed constantly on the increase. It 
was not until he began to notice 
that his children were being neglected 
that his eyes were opened. Haver- 
stick did not live with him then, and 
he noticed that his wife was very often 
away from home to meet him, as he 
afterwards ascertained. He remon- 
strated with her and she promised 
reformation, One evening he found 
she had been away forhours. Hemet 
her at the door and when she attempt- 
ed to enter he said, 

‘“‘Where have you been?”’ 

“None of your business; 
pass.” 

“No, I want to know where you 
have been.”’ 

‘‘You bar me out of the house, then?’’ 
“T want to know where you have 
been.”’ 

“T have been shopping at several 
stores.”’ 

This refusal on his part to permit 
her to enter until she had told him 
where she had been she construed, 
he alleges, into a refusal to further 
support her, and on it based a charge 
of abandonment. Shortly after this, 
Mrs. Ublerjieft her husband’s house 
and went to live with Haverstick, and 
the children were sent by Ubler to his 
parents. August 30th Uhler brought 
suit in the Superior Court for $25,000 
damages against Haverstick for his 
action in the matter, 

While not disposed to talk much of 
the shooting, there isan under-current 
of opinion that the particulars are not 
and probably will not be fully known. 
It is also thought by some, who knew 
his relations with Mrs. Uhler while 
living, that there are many circum- 
stances which would, if known, some- 
what mitigate the present -harshness 
of public judgment. It is stated that 
Haverstick was not a notably fast or 
licentious man, and that the story of 
his luxurious style of living is absurd, 
as wellas many other sensational ac- 
counts of the aflair.

The inquest on W. H. Haverstick, 
shot Monday evening by George W. 
Conkling, was resumed to-day. Sev- 
eral witnesses were examined, but no 
new facts elicited. Mrs. Uhler, the 
sister of Conkling, is stillin the hos- 
pital suffering from nervous prostra- 
Lion and unable to be present. It is 
expected she will be sufficiently re- 
covered to-morrow to permit attend- 
ance, and the inquest was adjourned 
until then.
